LONDON, Dec. 15. 
HE House of Lords, which 
T is Great Britain’s court of 
ultimate appeal, ruled to- 
day that a British holder of a 
sterling bearer bond containing 
the gold clause is entitled to 
be paid his interest and prin- 
cipal in the gold coin of the 
United Kingdom and not in 
Bank of England notes. 

The decision was made in 
the case of Joseph Feist of 
Wimbledon Park, who held a 
£100 sterling bond of the se- 
ries issued in 1928 by the So- 
ciete Intercommunale Belge 
d@’Electricite of Brussels. 

Feist contended in the lower 
courts that the gold clause in 
the bond entitled him to pay- 
ment in gold coin, but both the 
Chancery and the Court of Ap- 
peals ruled against him. The 
decision of the House of Lords 
reverses the previous decisions.

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®| LOSSES IN LEADING STOCKS

ATHENS, Gzveece, Dec. 15.—The 
Greek Government today extended 
to Jan. 31 the time by which Sam- 
uel Insull must leave the country. 

Previously, in refusing to renew 
the police residence permit of the 
fugitive former utilities magnate 
of Chicago, the Government an- 


nounced he would be forced to 
leave Jan. 1. His present vermit 
expires Dec. 31. 

Insull asked for and was/ grant- 
ed the extension today. At the 
same time he was told his pass- 
port would be visaed to any 
country he chooses, but since he 
has no passport he will have to 
travel on temporary papers. 

Insull is wanted in Chicago to 
stand trial on embezzlement 
charges. 

Insull, indicted when in Paris in 
the’ fall of 1932; fled first to Italy 
and then to Athens as American 
agents sought his arrest and re- 
turn. In Greece he seemed _ safe 
enough when Greek courts’ twice 
ruled against American extradi- 
tion demands. 

The Greek Government still re- 
fuses, as one official said, to “hand 
him over” to the United States. It 
will provide him with a Greek pass 
to any country he may desire to go 
to, but wherever he goes he will 
face renewed efforts by the Ameri- 
can Government to return him to 
Chicago. 

The only countries with which 
the United States does not have 
extfadition treaties are Afghanis- 
tan, Persia, China, Egypt and the 
internationalized section of Moroc- 
co. 
“IT am going to bed and will stay 
there,” said Insull tonight, appar- 
ently shocked by today’s notifica- 
tion.

MORGENTHAU’S SHOWER BATH

Comptroller Refuses to Approve 
Payment So Other Money

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Henry 
Morgenthau Jr. thinks installation 
of a shower bath for his conveni- 
ence and a cooling system at the 
Farm Credit Administration last 
summer was a “proper Government 
expenditure.” He headed that 
agency then and now is Acting Sec- 
retary of the Treasury.

Pirrung, who was in the dairy 
business ut Columbus, O., died in 
1912, leaving his estate in trust for 
his wife and three chijdren until 
the youngest, Henriette, should be- 
come 21 years old. Her birthday 
falls on Christmas eve. 


Four to Share Estate. 

The estate will then be divided 
equally ainong Mrs. Gaylord, Hen- 
riette, her brother, Gilbert, and her 
Mister, Mrs. Jane Pirrung Wiley. 
Mrs. Gaylord said today she was 
deeply grateful. to the _ trustees, 
whose “magnificient management” 
of the estate had preserved its as- 
sests in circumstances when all 


might have. been lost. 

Mrs. Gaylord, who resides at 816 
South Hanley road, Clayton, was 
chairman of Missouri Branch, 
Women’s Organization for Nation- 
al Prohibition Reform, until it was 
tissolvedu repeal. er hus- 


lord, Inc., manufacturers of paper 
'boxes, and last year ~vas chairman 
of the board of St. Louis Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

Henriette Pirrung, who lives with 
her mother, was maid of honor at 
the Veiled Prophet ball of 1931 and 
is an enthusiastic horseback rider. 
Her brother, Gilbert, 22 years old, 
is at Yale.- Mrs. Wiley, the divorced 
wife of William U. Wiley, lives at 
the Gaylord home with her small 
son. She is 25 years old. 


Increased in Value. 


The Pirrung estate, inventoried at 
$703,590 soon after his death, had 
wn to $1,912,087 when an inven- 
tory was filed three years ago, de- 
spite the distribution of $531,998 in 
annual payments to heirs and the 
payment of $377,602 for taxes and 
the expenses of administration. Its 
investments now are chiefly in gov- 
ernment and municipal bonds, with 
smaller holdings of real estate and 
corporation stocks. 

Credit for successful management 
of the estate is given largely to two 
men, Paul Delong, secretary to the 
trustees and guardian of the chil- 
dren who is known to them as 
“Uncle Paul,” and H. P. Wolfe, pub- 
lisher of the Columbus Dispatch, 
who is the only survivor of three 
trustees appointed in 1915. 


Threatened by Suit. 
Pirrung’s will named three trust- 
éd friends and close associates as 
trustees, but after two years the 
Probate Court removed them on 
recommendation of Delong, who had 
been appointed special master to 


property. 

Delong found the trustees had 
been negotiating with the Federal 
Government to settle a $9,000,000 
suit based on the coloring of oleo- 
margarine, and had agreed to a set- 
tlement which would virtually have 
wiped out the estate. As a result 
of Delong’s investigation, Wolfe 
was appointed trustee by the court, 
along with E. R. Sharpe and Ed- 
mund B. Dillon. The new trustees 
settied the suit for $325,000, about

Treasury Starts Survey of

It Is Stated.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15. — De- 
claring the administration’s inten- 
tion to plug *“any loopholes” but 
hamper business as little as possi- 
ble, Acting Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Morgenthau today recommend- 


ed drastic revision of the income 
tax laws before the House Ways 
and Means Committee. 

He withheld a recommendation 
on specific income tax rates. The 
budget must be completed, he indi- 
cated, before the rate is named. 

At the same time, however, he 
approved the-principle of the com- 
mittee’s plan. The House group 
suggested that, instead of the pres- 
ent 4 per cent on the first $4000 of 
net income and 8 per cent on the 
balance, there be a single 4 per cent 
rate. Increased surtaxes would be 
levied on large incomes. 

Reading only the high spots of 
his suggestions, before turning over 
the exposition of details to Prof. 
Roswell Magill, Treasury tax ex- 
pert, Morgenthau made no esti- 
mate of how much the Government 
might gain from rewriting the in- 
come tax law. Aides, indicat@d, how- 
ever, the Treasury felt the return 
would be nearer $100,000,000 than 
the committee’s estimate of $270,- 
000,000. Morgenthau’s .recommen- 
dations were submitted at a White 
House *onference yesterday. 

In his comparatively brief read- 
ing, before taking a seat in the au- 
dience at the House office building, 
Morgenthau revealed the Treasury 
had started a survey of the whole 
relation of Federal and state taxa- 
tion. 

Morgenthau’s Program. 

Important recommendations made 
by Morgenthau included: 

A lower tax on earned income 
of less than $25,000 than the rate 
paid on income from investments. 

A requirement that husband and 
wife must make joint income ‘tax 
returns, a change estimated to bring 
in $40,000,000 of additional revenue 
a year. 

In presenting this recommmenda- 
tion Morgenthau referred directly 
to the case of Charles E. Mitchell, 
New York banker, saying: 
' “The present law encourages sale 
by one spouse directly to the other 
In the most notorious recent 
case the jury acquitted the husband 
from a criminal charge in such a 
situation. The income taxes which 
the husband sought to avoid in 
this manner amounted to over $1,- 
000,000.” | 

He agreed with the committee 
plan of fixing a single normal in- 
come tax rate and adjusting sur- 
taxes aceordingly, but pointed: out 
the committee rates for this change 
would put the heaviest burden on 
taxpayers with incomes from $15,- 
000 to $20,000. ‘ 

Morgenthau recommended the 
elimination of depreciation and de 
pletion reductions.

will begin Monday, Dec. 18, and 
will run for five conseuctive weeks, 
at the end of which time it may 
be extended for three weeks more. 
The curtailment was ordered be- 
cause, apparently, there was huge 
overproduction in the industry be- 
fore the code went into effect last 
August and the customary rise ih 
sales during the fall failed to mate- 
rialize. The industry is running 
into a normal January and Febru- 
ary slump. 

The order «provided that every 
mill reduce operations by a total of 
40 per cent. 

The recommended method 
that each plant cut its labor and 
machinery shifts from 40 to 2 
hours, running each shift eight 
hours on Wednesday, Thursday and 
Friday, closing down for the re- 
mainder of the week.

NEW YORK, Dec. 15. — Charles 
'E. Mitchell, former head of the Na- 
tional City Bank, today issued a 
statement, through his lawyers, on 
the refusal of Acting Secretary of 
the Treasury Morgenthau to accept 
a compromise settlement of the 
Government’s income tax claims 
against him. The lawyers said 
Mitchell was “without the imme- 
diate means” to make a settlement. 

Mitchell was acquitted by a Fed- 
eral Court jury, June 22 last, of the 
charge of evasion of an $858,000 in- 
come tax obligation. A part of the 
tax alleged to have been due was 
that levied on a “management fund” 
_ payment of $666,666, made by the 
National City Bank to Mitchell in 
1929. 

The Government has a civil suit 
pending against Mitchell, to collect 
tax obligations, and it became 
known last month that Mitchell was 
seeking to compromise this civil 
case. It was reported that Mitchell 
had made an offer te pay $75,000 
in settlement, and had raised this 
effer to $125,000, but this was not 
verified officially.

Lawyers Speak for. Mitchell. 

Mitchell’s attorneys, Chadbourne, 
Stanchfield & Levy, cited his ac- 
quittal, as a fact which should be 
binding on Government depart- 
ments, and said: 

“There was one item which the 
Court ruled as 1929 income. Any 
claim for fraud with regard to that 
item was conclusively disproved by 
the trial. This was the manage- 
ment fund payment in the mid-year 
1929, which was the basis of all of 
the indictments. He had been ad- 
vised by counsel that the item was 
not taxable as of that year. In 
view of the Court’s ruling, Mr. 
Mitchell felt that this was a moral 
claim which he would like to ad- 
just.

“His proposal of settlement dis- 
posing of all controversy with the 
Government was first subjected to 
an exhaustive inquiry by the de- 
partment, both as to equities and as 
to his existing financial status, and 
the department indicated that if he 
would make a certain offer in com- 
promise, it would be recommended 
for approval. Such an offer was 
made, and, in the best of our knowl- 
edge and belief, received the ap- 
proval of every Government official 
in the department, including the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
and the general counsel, as well as 
the then Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, in immediate charge of 
the department. , 

“With this approval and recom- 
mendation, it was submitted to the 
Acting Secretary of the Treasury, 
who rejected it on the grounds as 
stated in the public press that ‘it is 
in the public’s interest to proceed’ 
with the ordinary legal processes 
of collecting taxes.” 

“We had hoped to avoid the long 
delay ot legal proceedings. We feel 
very strongly that Mr. Mitchell in 
response to his voluntary proposal 
to pay an outlawed tax was entitled 
to every pathetic co-operation 
on the part of the Government, and 
we regret that he is subjected to 
further delays and expense.”

Provisions On Reorganizing. 

Concerning provisions for ex- 
changing property and reorganiz- 
ing businesses, Morgenthau said 
they needed complete redrafting 
and added: 

“The Treasury believes that it 
would be unwise to eliminate com- 
pletely the exchange and reorgan- 
ization provisions at this time. The 
department now is working upon a 
substitute for the present provisions 
which will be completed as soon as 
possible.” 

Morgenthau said he agreed that

Two ‘Capital Gains’ Plans.

“The proposed plan has the vir- 
tue of placing a further and yet 
equitable restriction upon the de- 
duction of losses; and of taxing 
accumulative gains at a reasonable, 
non-progressive rate. 

“The second possible plan would 
be to segregate capital gains and 
losses as before; and to provide

“It is imperative for the Govern- 
ment to supervise, and if necessary 
to regulate, grain speculation, be- 
cause such supervision is the only 
means of preventing abusés.” 

Problem of Farm Surplus. 

Wallace spoke of the 20 per cent 
increase in farm output from an 
acreage that remained constant 
from 1919 to 1929 and the declining 
birthrate which sets the limit: of 
population increase at about 1953. 

“How can we reconcile increasing 
productivity in agriculture to a de- 
clining demand?” he asked. “This 
is the supreme question of our 
time. 

“We need economic machinery 
corresponding in precision, in power 
and in delicacy of adjustment to 
our technica] machinery.”

New York Union League Club 
~ Demands Return to Gold and 
Charges Betrayal of Trust 


Declares Democratic 


Policy Has Impaired 
Credit— Devaluation of Dollar “Completed 
‘Record of Repudiation, Dishonesty.” 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15. — De- 
manding an immediate return to 
the gold standard, the Union 
League Club last night adopted a 
resolution charging the Democratic 
party with a betrayal of trust. The 
resolution was introduced by for- 
mer Gov. Charles S. Whitman.as 
chairman of the club’s Committee 
on Public Affairs. 

The resolution: 

“The Union_League Club of the 
City of New York hereby charges 
the Democratic party with using 
control of the legislative and execu- 
tive. branches of the Government 
with the betrayal of the people’s 
trust. In the national election of 
1932, the Democratic platform ad- 
vocated ‘a sound currency to be 
preserved at all hazards. During 
the campaign; President Roosevelt 
and his supporters assured the 
maintenance of our currency and 
the gold standard and thus with 
the Democratic promise definitely 
prevented our currency from being 
an issue in the campaign. 

“The administration, in abandon- 
ing the gold standard, has indicat- 
ed that it proposes to substitute a 
dollar with only a theoretical rela- 
tion to gold. 

“Repudiated Obligations.” 

“In advocating the gold clause, it 
has repudiated the Government’s 
own obligations and in dishonoring 
all forms of the Government’s 
promise to pay it has throughout 
the land impaired credit which 
must rest on confidence in the ful- 
fillment of obligations. 

“In providing for the purchase of 
$3,000,000,000 of Government bonds 
by the Federal Reserve Bank, Con- 
gress acted in pursuance of a man- 
ifest purpose of the Government to 
pervert the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem from service to the industry 
and commerce of the country to a 
mere agent for facilitating govern- 
mental expenditures. 

“In providing for the issue of $3,- 
000,000,000 of greenbacks from the 
printing presses without any means 
for their redemption in basic money 
Congress defied experience and his- 
tory. 

“Defied the People’s Will.” 

“In authorizing the unlimited 
‘coinage of silver, Congress defied 
the people’s will, expressed in two 
successive national elections, when 
for the last time the people had an 
opportunity to vote on the issue of 
sound money. 

“In . authorizing ‘devaluation of 
the dollar by a reduction of up to 
50 per cent of its weight in gold in 
order to scale down the debts of 
the Government and all other 
debts, Congress completed a record 
of repudiation, dishonesty and dis- 
honor, without parallel in the his- 
tory of the National Legislature. 
“The administration’s experi- 
ments with money are directed to 
an artificial inflation in prices. .If 
continued, they can hardly fail to 
end in currency inflation.. The ad- 
ministration’s policy of monetary 
experiment for inflation, is a policy 


of confiscation and destruction. 
None can suffer from it more than 
the farmer and the laborer, whose 
interest it professes to serve. 

“Will Impoverish Thrif ‘ 

“The Union League Club of the 
City of New York denounces the 

monetary policy of the Gove-nment 
as indicated by congressional en- 
factment and the acts of the admin- 
istration. It is a policy founded on 
a breach of faith and executed in 
repudiation. It is a policy which 
will impoverish the thrifty and en- 
terprising. It is a policy which 
courts the danger of impoverish- 
ment of the people. It is a policy 
which goes against the declared 
will of the people that the cur- 
rency of our country shall be sound. 

“Therefore, be'it resolved by the 
Union League Club of the City of 
New York, That the monetary poli- 
cies of the present government, as 
shown by the acts of Congress and 
the measures taken by the admin- 
istration, are subversive of confi- 
dence in the currency and the 
maintenance of sound values. The 
promotion of the wellbeing of all 
the péople depends on confidence 
that the rewards of labor, enter- 
prise, thrift and investment will 
accrue in sound moreds and be it 
further 

“Resolved, That the gold stand- 
ard should be forthwith returned to 
the American people.” 

Hoover Treasury Aid Heard, 

After adopting the resolution, the 
250 members listened to an address 
by Arthur A. Ballantine, Under Sec- 
retary of the Treasury in the 
Hoover administration, who as- 
sailed the recent securities act as 
having dammed the free flow of 
capital into industry: without pro- 
viding proper protection to the-in- 
vestor. — ; 

Ballantine criticised also the 
monetary theories of Prof. George 
F. Warren and pointed to dangers 
in the National Recovery Act. 

“We might say to the President, 
who has done gv much to liberate 
us from the -evils and difficulties 
we have had with liquor,” he said, 
“that he is now subjecting us to an 
experiment of far greater import, in 
which the rules are so rigid we may 
find bootleg in finance, speakeasies 
in industry and a new and unlim- 
ited domain for the racketeer.” 


Calls for Explanation. 


Ballantine called on the Presi- 
dent, or some one in authority in 
the Government, to explain to the 
people the full import of gold ma- 
nipulation, so they might think 
about it with more enlightenment. 

“We don’t want just a_ radio 
broadcast, touching on the broad 
human side of the matter,” he said. 
“It isn’t necessary for the Presi- 
dent to explain, but we must have 
some official come forward.” 

“We who want business to ex- 
pand,” he said, “must think of the

Tokens Represent About 
One-Seventeenth of To- 
tal—Five ‘Nations Tender 
Nothing.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—The 
United States received today §$8,- 
898,123 in war debt payments— 
about one-seventeenth of the $152,- 


952,637 due from 11 European na- 
tions. 

Five countries tendered nothing; 
five offered token payments. Fin- 
land, the only one to meet an en- 
tire installment June 15, again was 
alone in paying in full. 

Inclusion of defaults of last De- 
cember and June would bring the 
total due today to $310,676,870. The 
Finnish payment of $229,623, and 
the tokens leave $301,778,/47 over- 
due on the $11,000,000,000 funded 
debts. 

France, Poland, Belgium, Esto- 
nia and Hungary submitted no to- 
kens. 

The five nations paying tokens 
and the totals due from them were: 
Great Britain, $7,500,000 of $117,- 
670,765; Italy, $1,000,000 of $2,133,- 
906; Czecho-Slovakia, $150,000 of $1,- 
682,813; Lithuania, $10,000 of $105,- 
474; and Latvia, $8,500 of $180,706. 

Governments meeting part of 
their obligations, officials say, will 
not be considered in default. Re- 
duction or cancellation of debts and 
changes in the schedule of pay- 
ments rest with Congress. 


Belgium’s Special Situation. 


The State Department made pub- 
lic correspondence with the debtor 
nations including a letter from Bel- 
gium informing the United States 
that that country would be unable 
to meet any debt payments until 
Germany resumed the payment of 
reparations. 

Belgium said: “The solemn en-

BANDITS IN MANCHURIA 
WRECK TRAIN; 8 KILLED 


Several Passengers Injured, 
Some Kidnaped by the 
Looters Near Tsitsihar.

TOKIO, Dec. 15.—A Rengo (Jap- 
anese News Agency dispatch from 
Harbin today said eight passen- 
gers were killed when bandits 
wrecked and robbed the eastbound

ROOSEVELT ‘FIGHTING “ FIRE’ 


That Is Impression of Tokio Dip- 
lomat Who Sought Treaty.

TOKIO, Dec. 15.—President 
Roosevelt’s absorption by domestic 
issues had precluded discussion of 
a possible arbitration treaty with 
Japan, Katsuji Debuchi, who ‘re- 
signed recently as Ambassador to 
Washington, said on his return 
yesterday. 

“A man fighting his own fire has 
no time to worry about his neigh- 
bor’s blaze,” said Debuchi in ex- 
plaining that conferences with the 
United States’ President on naval 
affairs were not possible. 


China to Tax Grain Imports. 

WASHINGTON,* Dec. 15. — The 
Department of Commerce today an- 
nounced receipt of word that the 
Chinese Government will collect an 
import duty on wheat, rice, paddy, 
barley, buckwheat, maize, millet, 
oats, rye and other grains all of 
which are now duty free. The new 
rates will apply both to cargo in 
bond and newly arrived and will 
increase the present import duty 
on wheat flour. 


NEW U. S.-COLOMBIAN TREATY 


First Commercia! Accord With That 
Nation Since 1856. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—A new 
Colombian - American commercial 
treaty, based on reciprocal trade 
advantages, was signed today at 
the State Department. It is the 
first commercial accord with Co- 
lombia since a treaty was conclud- 
ed in 1856. The treaty will be- 
come effective when ratified by the 
legislative bodies of the two gov- 
ernments, and will continue in force 
two years. 

Under its terms certain specified 
‘Colombian products will be admit- 
ted to the United States free from 
import duties, excise taxes and cer- 
tain restrictions now in force. They 
also will be exempt from State ex- 
cise taxes affecting interstate com- 
merce, where those come under the 
jurisdiction of,the Federal Govern- 
ment. A list of the Colombian prod- 
ucts affected was not announced 
but it is known that coffee is the 
principal one.

' How Price Cutters Demoralize the 
Cleaning Industry. 
inh the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
vs UITE a lot of publicity has been given 
lately to the protests of code violators 
egainst the minimum price provision in 
the NRA cleaners’ code. 

In order that it may be understood that 
these protests are coming from an ex- 
tremely small percentage of the cleaners, 
I, representing the consensus of some 95 
per cent of St. Louis cleaners, would like 
to state the facts. 

These violators have for years been 
allowed to cut prices, exploit labor and 
engage in a host of unfair business prac- 
tices, designed to bring good only to 
themselves. -They have refused to meet 
with other cleaners to discuss differences 
ef opinion, fair minimum prices, etc., to | 
stabilize the industry, and to provide em- 
ployment for a maximum number. They 
have constantly offered their services at 
a lower figure than competitors. When 
other cleaners lowered pices in an effort 
to retain their customers, they have gone 
still lower. They demand and take an 
unfair advantage over everyone else. 

In their protests, they state they will 
be forced to close shop if they are re- 
quired to charge a minimum price. Why? 
Isn’t this an admission of their inability 
and unwillingness to compete on an equal 
basis? Their businesses have been built 
on their selfish principle, so isn’t it natu- 
ral when the Government, through NRA, 
seeks to put an end to destructive price 
cutting, exploitation of labor, that these 
men should squeal? The worm has turned. 

Let me give you an example of what 
happens when a large cut-price cleaner 
is allowed to run without hindrance. He 
flourishes announcements that his price 
is below that of any other cleaner. In 
these times, this immediately brings him 
an enormous volume of work. This work 
is taken from the customers of both the 
small shop operators and the larger rep- 
utable concerns. What is the resul]t? 

The entire industry becomes demoral- 
ized. Small shop operators cannot com- 
pete, and are forced to close their doors 
and lose all. The wholesale plants serv- 
ing them, together with the larger retai)- 
ers, are by necessity forced to cut their 
forces, further increasing unemployment. 
Does the price cutter absorb those thrown 
out of work by his unfair tactics? ~ Ab- 
solutely no. He pays his help the lowest 
possible figure, works his plant day and 
night and greedily gathers in the ill- 
gained profits. 

There are approximately 800 small 
shops in St. Louis and perhaps 50 large 
retailers who are endangered by the con- 
tinuance of that policy. Should we, then, 
allow the industry employing thousands 
to be ruled by this type of business man? 

When the public realizes that, in pat- 
ronizing these violators, it actually means 
a hindrance to successful operation of the 
NRA code with its benefits to all, it 
will demand that the cleaning industry 
purge itself of the element which’ en- 
courages lawlessness and racketeering.

With the co-operation of private physicians, the 
St. Louis Health Division has launched a broadside 
attack on diphtheria, once a dreaded scourge of in- 
fancy and childhood, but now reduced to compara- 
tive rarity where modern control methods are ap 
plied, .

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AN EXAMPLE FOR THE MISSOURI SENATE. 

That the old states’ rights argument against the 
child labor amendment is slipping fast may be taken 
for granted after what has happened in West Vir. 
ginia, Clarence E. Martin, then president of the 
American Bar Association, made a ringing speech 
here last May, sounding the alarm against this 
amendment on the ground of interference with the 
states. Subsequent defeat of the amendment in the 
upper houses of two states, Texas and Mr. Martin's 
native West Virginia, was attributed to this address 
by Dean Wiley Rutledge of the Washington Univer- 
sity Law School. The lower houses had ratified in 
each case, but in the Senate chambers, to quote Dean 
Rutledge, “the lawyer element, influenced by Mar- 
tin’s speech, defeated it.” 

Second thought is often better than first impulse, 
and so it has proved with West Virginia’s Senate. 
The Senate registered its second thought on ratifica- 
tion Tuesday, and fell only one vote short of giving 
unanimous approval! It is clear that the West Vir- 
ginians, like citizens elsewhere, now realize that the 
states have fallen short of their obligation through 
delay and inaction, and the only way to stop the ex- 
ploitation of children in industry, to insure their 
health and educational opportunities, to remove their 
competition with adult labor, is by Federal action. . 

Minnesota followed West Virginia’s example yes- 
terday, and thus became the eighteenth State to rati- 
fy the amendment, Missouri, where ratification has 
been voted by the House and now is pending before 
the Senate,.thus has the opportunity to extend the 
march of this vital amendment past the half-way 
mark by becoming the nineteenth state to ratify. We 
pare confident our Senate will not be influenced by 
the barrage of arguments that has been laid down 
by the amendment’s opponents in this State, but will 
follow the sober second thought of the West Virginia 
Senate. . 
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TEN CHILDREN KILLED. 

Yesterday's news contributed another headline for 
the grade crossing wreckage which has appeared re- 
cently in the Post-Dispatch editorial cartoon.

NEW CHICKEN RECIPES 
FOR STUDENT GUEST 


Rice Ring, Patties and Olive 
or Mushroom Combinations 
. Suggested. 


From many parts of the country 
they'll be returning shortly, as col- 
lege’ and schools close for the 
Christmas holidays.

Rice Ring With Creamed Chicken 
and Mushrooms. 
One egg. 
One-half teaspoon salt. 
One teaspoon grated onion. 
One cup evaporated milk. 
One-half cup chicken broth. 
Three cups boiled rice. 
Beat egg. Add remaining ingre- 
dients. Pour into well buttered 
ring mold. Set in a pan of hot wa- 
ter. Bake in a moderate oven 
(350 deg. F.) until set, about 45 
minutes. Turn onto hot platter and 
fill with the following: 
One and one-half tablespoons but- 
ter. 
Two tablespoons flour. 
One-half teaspoon salt. 
One cup chicken broth. 
One cup evaporated milk. 
Two cups diced cooked chicken. 
Make a sauce of the butter, flour, 
salt, broth and milk. Add diced 
chicken and heat over hot water. 
Pour creamed chicken into center 
of rice ring, garnish with parsley 
and sauted mushrooms. 
Chicken and Mushrooms on Toast 
Cubes. 
Two tablespoonfuls butter. 
One and one-half cupfuls diced 
cooked chicken or veal. 
Three tablespoonfuls flour. 
One medium can cream of mush- 
room soup. 
Four hard-cooked eggs. 
Salt and pepper. 
Melt butter and brown meat in it 
slightly. Add flour and blend well.

IMPORTANCE OF CALCIUM 


The American Journal of Public 
Health recently published a sum- 
mary of the results of an experi- 
ment just completed on the calcium 
content of lettuce. This experiment 
showed that “calcium of the fresh 
green leafy lettuce was superior in 
its utilization to that of pasteurized 
whole milk”—whole milk being the 
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most valuable known source of cal- 
cium. Calcium is the food element 
which is absolutely essential to the 
growth of sound teeth, bones and 
tissue. Too often the diet is low 
in its calcium content. High cal- 
cium diets are especially important

Personality in Blood 


Pressure 


OT all high blood pressure is 

N of the same type. 

Some hypertension, as it is 

called, may be due to. underlying 

organic conditions such as kidney 

disease, hardening of the arteries 
or overactivity of the thyroid. 

One type of hypertension is called 
“essential” because it cannot be as- 
signed to any definite cause outside 
the circulatory system. 

In this condition, personality 
seems to play an important part. 
One physician who has devoted 
much study to this subject speaks 
of patients with essential hyperten- 
sion in the following words: 

“They are terribly tense and pur- 
sue their vocation with tremendous 
seriousness and worry over trivial- 
ities. In consequence they are irri- 
table.” 

In an investigation along this line, 
182 patients suffering from essen- 
tial hyptertension were subjected to 
@ personality study. 

These patients were divided into 
three groups. These included mid- 
dle-aged patients who gave definite 
symptoms of their condition, mid- 
dle-aged patients who were without 
symptoms, and young patients. 

The three groups were compared 
with 87 individuals who had normal 
blood pressure. A careful study of 
the temperament of the hyperten- 
sive patients showed that the vast 
majority knew themselves to be 
high-strung, quick-tempered, sensi- 
tive, more worrisome and also more 
active physically than the average. 


Of the control group without hy- 
pertension, only 3 per cent reported 
similar personality traits. 


The interesting feature of this 
study is that the hypertensive per- 
sonality and the tendency to high 
blood pressure appear to be some- 
thing inborn and recognizable at an 
early stage in the life of the indi- 
vidual. 

When this is recognized, the pos- 
sibility suggests itself for the con- 
trol, in a measure at least, of hyper- 
tension by a deliberate attempt to 
regulate the individual's life so as 
to eliminate as many irritations as 
possible.

The 
risk is that opener holds a single- 
ton heart and two losing clubs. 


"Even so, there is a hope that the 


opponent on the lead may not se- 
lect the right unbid suit to open; 
should he open hearts from K Q J 
rather than clubs from some ten- 
ace holding, the slam will still prob- 
ably be made by means of discards 
on the spades. Needless to say, if 
responder held both ace of hearts 
and K-Q of clubs, he would have 
responded differently on the first 
round. Observe also that responder 
would know his ace of hearts was 


not a duplication, because if opener 
was void in hearts, he could have 
made a safe cue bid in hearts at 
the four level, over four diamonds 
still permitting a sign-off at five 
diamonds.
